LOS ANGELES (AP) - Saying he 
believes in taking responsibility for 
what he does, motorcycle stuntman 
Evel Knievel has pleaded guilty to 
attacking the author of a book that 
Knievel didn’t like. 
But entering the guilty plea Thurs­ 
day was harder than he thought. 
First, Knievel had to fire his at­ 
torney, Paul Caruso, because Caruso 
wouldn’t agree to the plea and the 


judge said she couldn't allow Knievel 
to forego a jury trial without his 
lawyer’s consent. 
Knievel is accused of attacking 
television executive Sheldon Saltman 
with a baseball bat Sept. 21 at 2 0th 
Century Fox Studios while another 
man Knievel refuses to identify held 
the victim. Saltman. 46. sustained a 
broken arrn and wrist. 
Knievel said Thursday that he beat 


Saltman because “ Mr. Saltman 
wrote a vicious book of pornography 
about me, insulting me, my wife, my 
grandmother, my children, my loved 
ones.” 
When asked by deputy District At­ 
torney Stan Weisberg if he had in­ 
tended to injure Saltman, Knievel 
answered, “ Just his hands. You 
write with your hands.” 
Sentencing was set for Nov. 14. 


State GOP race wid e open fo r 78 


SACRAMENTO (AP) - The race 
for the Republican nomination for 
governor in 19 78 is still wide open, 
and the choice for GOP voters is the 
most diversified in a dozen years. 


So far, there is no dominant front- 
runner among five m ajor con­ 
tenders, although Attorney General 
Evelle Younger enjoys the highest 
name recognition and a significant 
early lead in most polls. 
But Fresno Assemblyman Ken 
Maddy has raised the most campaign 
money, and Los Angeles Police Chief 
Ed Davis leads in a survey of party 
activists. 
San Diego Mayor Pete Wilson has 
done the most campaigning and 
organizing, and state Sen. John 
Briggs of Fullerton has made the 
most noise in the campaign with his 
initiatives against homosexual 
teachers and for a broader death 
penalty. 
The five contenders have tended to 
agree on most issues so far, but some 
sharp differences are developing — 
particularly on the two Briggs- 


sponsored initiatives and an in­ 
itiative sponsored by Wilson to en­ 
force laws against public employe 
strikes. 
One reason that no candidate has 
taken a dominant position is that the 
California Republican Party — from 
the s t a t e c h a ir m a n to th e 
neighborhood volunteer clubs — is 


controlled by conservatives loyal to 
former Gov. Ronald Reagan. 
And Reagan has pledged he will 
stay neutral in the primary, sup­ 
porting whoever the winner may be. 
Another reason is that none of the 
contenders has deep roots in the 
dominant conservative wing of the 
California GOP.

Harrises win attorney fig h t, 
face kidnaping arraignment

OAKLAND (AP) - Symbionese 
Liberation Army members William 
and Emily Harris will be arraigned 
Nov. 4 on charges of kidnaping news­ 
paper heiress Patricia Hearst. 
In a court appearance Thursday, 
the couple’s first in 11 months, Judge 
Hugh Koford of Alameda County 
Superior Court also appointed Los 
Angeles attorney Leonard Weinglass 
to represent H arris and Susan 
Jordan of Berkeley as Mrs. Harris 
attorney. 
The Harrises had waged an exten­ 
sive pretrial battle to have the two 
attorneys appointed. 


West Coast longshoremen 
ordered back to th e dock 


Weinglass and Miss Jordan, who 
also represented the Harrises in a 
Los Angeles trial stemming from a 
shooting at a sporting goods store 
and kidnaping a passing motorist, re­ 
place Michael Bellachey and Lincoln 
Mintz. 


Bellachey and Mintz had been 
court appointed to represent the 
pair, but the Harrises protested and 
in August the California Supreme 
Court agreed 6-1 with them on the at­ 
torney issue. 
Koford also ordered that the 
Harrises be granted a “ contact 


visit of up to one hour by Friday 
noon. That is when H arris is 
scheduled to be returned to San 
Quentin prison and Mrs. Harris a 
women’s prison in Fontera. 
The Harrises are serving 11-years- 
to-life terms for the shooting inci­ 
dent! Miss Hearst, who was con­ 
victed of joining her SLA captors in 
robbing a bank after she was kid­ 
naped from her Berkeley apartment, 
is free on bail pending appeal.

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - Despite 
a 19 61 study showing DBCP causes 
sterility in animals, producers of the 
pesticide say they took no sperm 
counts of their employes because no­ 
body thought of it or they expected 
no cooperation. 
At h e a r in g s T h u rsd a y on 
dibromochloropropane, 
or DBCP, 
now blamed for sterility among 
nearly 100 workers, the companies 
also could not docum ent that 
employes were ever warned that 
overexposure to DBCP could cause 
sterility or cancer. 
They defended their failure to in­ 
form employes on the grounds that 
some research results appeared in­ 
valid or that they figured workers 
shouldn’t be overloaded with too 
much data on chemicals. 
“ There was a filtering system that 
was, perhaps, too severe in the 
past,” admitted Ray Brubaker, 
Western Division manager for the 
Dow Chemical Co. 
Both Dow and Shell Oil Co., the 
other major domestic producer of 
DBCP, halted production in August 
after tests on male workers found 
many with zero sperm or abnormally 
low sperm counts. Tests were in­ 
itiated by workers themselves at the 
Occidental Chemical Co. plant in 
Lathrop, Calif., which used Dow 
DBCP to mix other pesticides. 
Howard Kusnetz, m anager of 
safetv and industrial hygiene for the 
Shelf Oil Co. said toxicologists have 
for decades looked at kidneys and 
livers — not testicles — as the 
organs that would be affected first 
by hazardous chemicals. 
‘ “ Nobody really thought of doing 
sperm analyses in those days,” said 
Etcyl Blair, Dow director of health 
and environmental research. 
“ It 
isn’t even very common now. 


Sold since 19 5 5 . the chemical was 
made at plants in Denver; Midland. 
Mich.. Mobile, Ala., Magnolia, Ark. 
and Lathrop, Calif. 
The 19 61 research which showed 
DBCP caused sterility and atrophied 
testicles in animals was done by a 


Dow toxicologist. 
In testimony Thursday, neither 
company could say for sure that 
workers had been forewarned of pos­ 
sible sterility or cancer. A 19 76 Dow 
“ data sheet” on DBCP included no 
warnings on either affliction.

SACRAMENTO (A P) - This 
year’s California wine grape produc­ 
tion is forecast 1.5 million tons, 
145 .000 tons more than last year. 
The state-federal California Crop 
and Livestock 
Reporting Service 
said Thursday that harvesting 
slowed toward the end of September 
because of low sugar content. 
The state's total 19 77 grape crop is 
expected to be 3.9 million tons, about 
10.000 tons over last year. 
This includes 1.9 5 million tons of 
raisin grapes, 179 ,000 fewer than last 
year, and 45 0,000 tons of table 
grapes, 44.000 tons more than last 
vear. 
The service said the date, olive and 
walnut harvests are starting. The 
avocado harvest should begin in mid- 
October. 
Pomegranates were harvested in 
fair to good volume. 
Grapefruit and Valencia orange 
harvests declined with strong end-of- 
season markets caused by the delay 
of Texas and Florida crops. 
The desert valley grapefruit 
forecast is 4.4 million boxes, 100,000 
below last year. Valencias are 
forecast at 25 million boxes, 4 million 
more than last year. 
The lemon crop is forecast at 20 
million boxes. 600,000 fewer than last 
year. Navel oranges are forecast at 
23 million boxes, down 2 .5 million. 
Tangerines are forecast at 1.9 mil­ 
lion boxes, 8 ,000 more than last year. 


SAN DIEGO (AP) - California’s 
Gov. Edmund Brown Jr. »says he 
hopes Mideast peace talks in Geneva 
under the joint chairmanship of the 
United States and Soviet Union get 
underway and “ will at least be the 
beginning of a framework for 
peace.” 


Brown, who toured San Diego 
Thursday, met recently in Los 
A ngeles with Israeli Foreign 
Minister Moshe Dayan. 


“ In my m eetings with Gen. 
Dayan,” the California Democrat 
said, “ he felt that the discussion ob­ 
viously would have to go forward in a 
rather quiet manner, and quite pos­ 
sibly in many places outside Geneva. 
So Geneva is the beginning of a 
framework—it indicates a com­ 
mitment—but to follow through will 
take discussions with Eygpt and 


Jordan and the other counties that 
are involved along with Israel. 
“ What Gen. Dayan was concerned 
about,” Brown added, “ was that in­ 
volving the Russians too closely in a 
coordinated effort could slow down 
the process since one of the major 
stumbling blocks in the Arab-Israel 
conflict has been the presence of 
Russia and their rather negative at­ 
titude toward the state of Israel.” 
Brown said that in his talks with 
Vice President Walter Mondale last 
week, he felt that bringing Russia in 
might encourage Syria to be open to 
an Israeli settlement. 
Brown said he opposes including 
the Palestine Liberation Organiza­ 
tion as a party to the talks, adding 
that the interests of Palestinian 
Arabs can be well represented by 
negotiators from the various Arab 
states.

Henrietta has been on breeding loan at the park since 
December 19 73 and has produced three offspring-two 
males and one female. Two of the colts died shortly after 
birth. 
“ Wild horses in existence today are so rare that we teel 
it is imperative that other breeding groups be established 
throughout the country,” said Dr. Jam es Dolan, curator 
of the Wild Animal Park. “ More than a pair is necessary 
since records show that male aggression is less harmful 
when dispersed over several females.”

Amtrak to San Diego 
SACRAMENTO (AP) — The first state-funded expan­ 
sion of rail service, on Amtrak’s “ San Diegan” between 
Los Angeles and San Diego, has increased ridership, says 
a state official. 
The expansion was undertaken in September of 19 76. 
Transportation Director Adriana Gianturco announced 
Thursday that during the 12 months before the expansion 
of service, 406,000 passengers rode the trains. In the 12 
months since then. 69 1,000 passengers rode them. 


Church to pay 
SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — The Seventh-Day Adventist 
Church has agreed to pay $65 0,000 in back wages for more 
than 600 teachers and administrative employes in 146 
church-operated schools in California. 
In an agreement with the U.S. Labor Department 
entered with the U.S. District Court in Los Angeles Thurs­ 
day, the wages were promised to 621 present and former 
employes of the Pacific Union Conference of Seventh-Day 
Adventists. 
The settlements end the government’s suit and includes 
an agreement by the church to conform to the equal pay 
provisions of the Fair Labor Standards Act. That law 
prohibits discrimination on the basis of sex in wages paid 
employes performing equal work.

Oh lin was a Swedish commerce 
minister in th e 1940s and is a 
member of th e Swedish Roy al 
Academy of Sciences, wh ich selected 
th e joint Nobel winners.

Buy land, n ot rent it fo r mo b ile homes?

Valley mobile h ome owners may 
soon be allowed to own th e ch unk of 
land on wh ich th eir structures stand. 
But wh eth er th ey can place th eir 
h omes on outside lots, like single 
fam ily conventional h ouses, 
remained in doubt today. 


Los Angeles County Board of 
Supervisors gave tentative approval 
Th ursday to zoning amendments th at 
will permit th e establish ment of con- 
domimium type mobile h ome parks 
in th e unincorporated areas of th e 
county. 
Under th e proposal, th e mobile 
h ome owners would h ave an un­ 
divided ownersh ip of th e space on 
wh ich th eir h omes are 
placed, 
allowing th em to build eq uity not 


only in th eir structures but also on 
th e land. 
At present, th e h ome owners h ave 
to rent space in th e park and are sub­ 
ject to th e regulations of th e park 
owners. Under th e new plan, th e 
mobile h ome owners would wind up 
running th e parks under an associa­ 
tion. 
Th e plan is new to Los Angeles 
County, but proponants say it is 
working successfully in th e East. 
Th e county’s regional planning 
department says th ere are several 
advantages to th e public under th e 
new proposal. Th e condominium 
owners, rath er th an th e public, 
would be responsible for general 
maintenance of joint facilities, and 
th ey would be req uired to keep up th e 
interior roads. 
As for th e residents, th ey would 


h ave better control over th e month ly 
fees ch arged for rentals in conven­ 
tional parks. 
Some mobile h ome owners report 
rent h as gone up more th an 100 per­ 
cent in th eir parks over th e past two 
years. 
. 
, 
Th e supervisors are still req uired 
to give a final reading to th e 
proposed ordinance, but such an ac­ 
tion is expected to be a formality. 
As for moving th e mobile h omes 
onto lots outside parks, th e super­ 
visors h ome owners ran into stiff op­ 
position from h ome owners wh o con­ 
tended th at regardless of th e q uality 
of th e mobile h omes, th eir own 
h ouses would be adversely affected 
bv such a move. 
Th e board decided to give th at 
req uest more consideration and con­ 
tinued discussion on it to Nov. 2. 


S. African gets chimp heart 


CAPE TOWN, South Africa (AP) 
— A South African man wh o received 
th e h eart of a ch impanzee in a 
“piggyback” transplant operation 
performed by Dr. Ch ristiaan Bar­ 
nard was reported in good condition 
today at Groote Sch uur Hospital. 
“Th e patient is conscious, h e is 
talking to th e nursing staff. He is do­ 
ing just fine,” a h ospital spokesman 
said. 
In th e four-h our operation, Bar­ 
nard and h is surgery team placed th e 
monkey’s h eart next to th e patient's 


failing h eart to h elp it pump blood 
th rough h is circulatory system 
Th e patient h as not been identified, 
but h e is believed to be about 60 
y ears old. 
Th e h ospital superintendent said 
th e operation was th e world’s first 
piggyback transplant of a ch im­ 
panzee s h eart. An operation by Bar­ 
nard last June using th e h eart of a 
baboon failed, th e woman patient dy­ 
ing with in several h ours. 
Barnard won world fame wh en h e 
performed th e world’s first succes­ 


sful h uman h eart transplant in 1967. 
In 1974, h e accomplish ed anoth er 
medical first wh en h e implanted a 
second h uman h eart into a 58 -year- 
old man, th e first use of th e 
piggyback tech niq ue.

Chino s controversial year-round 
school program generally costs more 
to operate than the traditional nine- 
month schedule, according to a state 
report. 
The long-awaited results of a study 
by the state auditor general s office 
show that unless year-round school 
(Y R S) actually causes an avoidance 
of classroom construction, it will 
cost more to operate. 
The Chino school district is one of 
11 in the state examined in the 
auditor general’s report on the 
“ fisc a l im p a ct’’ of the Y R S 
program. Officials noted there are 56 
school districts in Caliomia on the 
vear-round schedule.

Radio had its “ answer man.” The 
city of Pomona has its “ answer 
lady,” in Peggy Cook, who calls 
herself “ Pomona’s official greeter.” 
All types of questions confront 
Mrs. Cook, who sits at a desk inside 
the mall entrance to Pomona City 
Hall. 
Her official title is administrative 
receptionist, and during the past 2 l z 
years she's answered thousands of 
questions or pointed people towards 
departments where they may obtain 
the information they desire. 
People ask questions of local, 
county, state and federal interest, 
and only about 30 percent have to do 
with city government, Mrs. Cook 
said. 
A woman asked where she could 
find a list of people doing business 
under an assumed name, or “ DBAs ” 
as they are called. 
Another asked if she could find 
employment through City Hall at the 
Los Angeles County Fair. 
A man asked where he could file 


for a homestead. 
Mrs. Cook handled all three quite 
easily, and sent the people in the 
right direction. 
“ People 
don’t 
d ifferentiate 
between city, state and federal 
governments when they’re seeking 
information,” she explained. 
Many seek marriage licenses at 
City Hall and are sent to the county 
clerk’s office in the Superior Court 
building. 
Many seek answers to senior 
citizen problems and are pointed in 
the direction of the Municipal Court 
building nearby. 
“ I am gratified that I can help 
senior citizens.” she said. “ They 
don't realize that they have a 
referral center where they can ob­ 
tain bus passes or rebates on their 
utility bills, or other valuable as­ 
sistance.” 
She arrived at City Hall one day 
with applications for positions with 
Tri-Citv Mental Health Authority, 
Valley Association of Cities, and in­ 
formation clerk, and ended up with 
the last one. 


She saidthe position was scheduled 
10 years ago, with people from dif­ 
ferent departments assigned to the 
desk on a rotating basis. 
That program didn't work out. By 
being the City Hall greeter. Mrs. 
Cook is able to point people in the 
right directions instead of their going 
to the wrong desks. 
“ Types of questions go in cycles, 
she said. “ They depend on what is 
happening in the city at the time, 
such as the county fair, the federal 
census, or transportation to the fair. 
“ If they don't get the answers they 
want, I serve as a sounding board.” 
she said. 
Mrs. Cook explained that when she 
was hired, she visited the different 
city departments and chatted with 
employees about their operations. 
“ That gives you an over all picture 
of how the city is run,” she said 
“ Oh. by the way, I conduct tours of 
City Hall by appointment.” 
A young man walked through the 
large glass door and inquired, 
“ W here do I sign up for the 
Marines?” 


The rep o rt, requested last 
February bv Assemblyman Bill Mc- 
Vittie, D-65th Dist., which includes 
Chino, shows that only one of the 11 
districts — Escondido — saved 
money by utilizing YRS as a means 
to alleviate overcrowding. Escon­ 
dido schools avoided $3.1 million in 
building costs. 
As a result of the report, which 
showed the state has spent $1 million 
more on Y RS than it would on 
traditional programs, the auditor 
general’s office has recommended 
the state Legislature not provide any 
more funds for YRS unless “ tangible 
educational benefits” are detailed. 
Since the auditor general’s office 
concentrated on the YRS financial 
aspects and did not study possible 
educational benefits, the report 


recommended the state Department 
of Education conduct such a study. 
State costs are generally higher 
under YRS because student atten­ 
dance is higher, and state support is 
based on average daily attendance, 
officials explained. 
The report indicates that most of 
the districts studied for the 1975-76 
school year did not have to go on 
YRS to* alleviate overcrowding. 
“ Overcrowding was not severe 
enough to maximize the financial 
benefits of Y R S,” it stated. 
In Chino’s case, the d istrict 
avoided some costs by delaying class­ 
room construction, but it was not 
significant enough in the long run, 
stated officials. 
Chino avoided construction costs 
of $433.500 during the 1975-76 test 
period, but that was a “ one-time 
savings” only. YRS is costing Chino 
$266.700 more to operate than the 
traditional program each year, ac­ 
cording to the report. 
Unless Chino can really avoid con­ 
struction, there is no proven finan­ 
cial benefit from year-round school, 
stated a spokesman for the auditor 
general’s office. He said indications 
are that Chino only postponed the 
$433,500 in construction costs rather 
than avoided it. 
The large building program un­ 
derway in the Chino school district is 
proof the district was only able to 
spread construction costs over a 
period of time. 
Three schools were exceeding 
their capacity in Chino during the 
1975-76 period, the report states. 


Eight additional classrooms would 
have been required at a cost of 
$433,500 
to 
a lle v ia t e 
the 
overcrowding situation, officials 
noted. 
Escondido, meanwhile, would have 
needed 28 more classrooms if the 
district was not on the year-round 
program, costing $3.1 m illion. 
Because overcrowding was severe 
enough, 
Escondido’s year-round 
schedule was financially worthwhile. 
The auditor general’s report 
acknowledges that one-third more 
students can be accomodated at a 
school building under the Y R S than 
on the traditional program. 
Because classrooms are kept open 
all year, however, support costs such 
as heating and lighting go up That is 
why YRS programs generally cost 
more to operate, notes the report 
Chino did not need YRS to solve 
overcrowding problems, nor did it 
benefit financially from it. according 
to the report. 
However, the 1974-75 and 1976-77 
school years in which Chino also 
operated the YRS program were not 
analyzed in the report on a specific 
basis. 
And the report admits most school 
districts opted for YRS because of 
the educational, rather than the 
financial benefits. 
In the past. Chino school officials 
have stated they entered the 
program for various reasons, one of 
which was to avoid double sessions 
and to make maximum use of school 
buildings.

Ay ala looks in Mex ico 
for illegal alien ans wers

At the invitation of the government 
of Mexico, Sen Ruben S. Ayala. D- 
32nd Dist., Chino, and three other 
members of the state Legislature 
will spend next week in Mexico tour­ 
ing farms and canneries in four 
states. 
Ayala, chairman of the Senate 
Agriculture and Water Resources 
Committee, will be accompanied by 
Senate President Pro Tern James R. 
Mills, D-San Diego; Assemblyman 
Robert P. Nimmo. R-Monterey, San 
Luis Opispo and Santa Barbara; Sen. 
Alex P. Garcia, D-Los Angeles; and 
Sen. Raymond Johnson, R-Chico. 
Nimmo, Garcia and Johnson are 
on the agriculture and water com­ 
mittee. 
Ayala said the invitation for the 
men to tour the Mexican states of 
Cinaloa, Queretaro, Michoacan and 
Guanjuato was issued by Mexico’s 
director of promotions, Sen. Cesar 
Hernandez Enriquez. 
Ayala said the Mexican govern­ 
ment is planning to lease land from 


farmers and operate it, employing 
the people to farm and operate can­ 
neries in hopes of keeping them 
from entering the U. S. as illegal 
aliens to do largely farm labor. 
“ This touches on the problem of 
undocumented aliens Ontario is 
having.” said Ayala. “ Most of us feel 
that Mexico doesn’t care about 
patroling the border and keeping its 
people in Mexico. 
“ That is not true. Officials there 
strongly feel most people who leave 
Mexico really want to stay there, but 
it’s a matter of economic survival. 
Ayala related that in 1938 the Mex­ 
ican government had broken up large 
land holdings into small farms and 
given land to citizens. He said now 
the government wants to lease back 
the land and provide jobs for people, 
“ but not in competition with Califor­ 
nia farmers.” 
That is the purpose of the visit, 
Ayala explained. 
“ Mexican officials want to work 
with us in crop planning and farm 
management. They want to know the 
production period of everything we 


grow in California. The Mexicans 
don’t want to grow the same crops 
we grow here. They don t want to 
hurt California.” 
Ayala said that next year represen­ 
tatives from Mexico will come to 
California to tour farms and can­ 
neries and observe methods 
employed here. 
“ The Mexican government is con­ 
vinced the average Mexican wants to 
stay in Mexico, said Ayala, “ and by 
providing jobs so he can earn a liv­ 
ing, they feel he will stay there and 
not enter the U. S. illegally.

State Atty. Gen. Evelle Younger 
attributed many of the problems fac­ 
ing the state and citizens of Califor­ 
nia to “ too much government.” 
Younger, speaking at a Holiday Inn 
meeting of the Ontario Chamber of 
Commerce Thursday, disavowed any 
political overtones to his comments; 
and denied that a remark “ if I were 
king” had anything to do with “ inner 
ambitions.” 
He voiced strong support of the 
laissez-faire attitude of government; 
the unleashing of the free enterprise 
system and greater protection of the 
business and development factions in 
the state; the necessity of a strong 
death penalty; limiting the measures 
to be passed annually by the state 
Legislature; and the initiation of 
procedural reform in the court 
system. 
“ I don t think our state is in very 
good shape. It's the most wonderful 
place on earth God has been kind to 
us. But it’s a matter of corrtpared to 
whom If we have less than the best 
we must ask ourselves why,’’ 
Younger said. 
“ Government has become too 
burdensome. There are too many 
taxes, too many laws, too many 
regulations. We re suffering from 
too much government and the free 
enterprise system is not being given 
the opportunity to work.” 
He believes the $2 billion surplus in 
the state budget, which would have 
been redistributed if Jhe tax reform 
bill had passed, was accummulated 
because of adm inistrative mis­ 
management and excessive taxes. 


He attacked the “ happy news” 
coming from Sacramento about the 
improving employment and business 
picture despite the fact 700,000 are 
out of work in Southern California. 
“ Business perceives the climate in 
California as unfriendly. 1 don’t care 
how the automated machines grind 
the happy news out. The average 
businessmen are disenchanted and 
are moving.” Younger asserted. 
A means of preventing the exodus 
of business and industry from the 
state is to establish better protec­ 
tions. require economic as well aft 
environmental impact reports, and 
require anyone filing suit to prevent 
a development to post a bond in case 
the suit causes undue hardship on the 
developer. Younger said. 
“ I haven’t suddenly discovered 
any easy answers for complex 
problems. The state is not progress­ 
ing as*rapidly as it should We should 
not allow too much government to 
stifle our development.” he added. 
The state’s top legal officer had 
strong sentiments about the preoc­ 
cupation with procedural details by 
all courts, ranging up to the U.S. 
Supreme Court. 
“ The Supreme Court has become 
so preoccupied with procedure that 
it’s forgotten the reason for the 
criminal trial is to determine guilt or 
innocence,” he said. 
He cited statistics that 23 of the 
last 25 criminal appeals had been 
reversed on grounds of procedural 
d e fe ct 
altho ugh 
g u ilt 
was 
acknowledged. 
“ The p reo ccu p a tio n w ith 
procedural matters has created 
deficiencies in the system that can 


delav a case to death,” Younger 
noted “ It’s a tragic thing that could 
be corrected by various legislation, 
but we can’t get anybody in 
Sacramento excited about it. 
ITocedural reform in criminal cases 
doesn’t get anybody excited.” 
A classic example of the need for 
reform is the Onion Field case, 
reported in Joseph Wambaugh’s 
book, in which two men kidnapped 
two policemen and killed one. Due to 
procedural delays, it took 11 years 
and $1 million to convict the pair, 
said Younger. 
He also suggested reform with 
lawyers being required to be 
criminal trial specialists before tak­ 
ing such cases; live television 
coverage of trials to inform the 
public of what happens in the 
courtroom, and the judge asking 
questions and screening jurors 
rather than attorneys. 
“ We re the laughing stock of the 
rest of the civilized world on the is­ 
sue of court and criminal system 
conduct, Younger claimed. 
Younger also suggested; 
—Engineer a state constitutional 
amendment which lim its the 
Legislature to 100 measures annual­ 
ly, and the percentage of those in­ 
troduced by Republicans and 
Democrats to be determined by the 
percentages of each party in the 
Legislature. 
“ There were 3,360 measures pas­ 
sed this year. No legislator, even 
with excellent help from lobbyists, 
could be well informed on 3.360 
measures 
The system wouldn't 
work at all without the expert help of 
lobbyists,” said Younger. 


A U.S.-Mexico committee will be 
created within three months to deal 
with mutual concerns, particularly 
drug traffic control, according to 
Sen. Ruben S. Ayala, D-32nd Dist., 
Chino. 
Ayala said the committee was dis­ 
cussed at « meeting he attended last 
week in Los Angeles attended by 
Gov. Edmund Brown Jr., Gov.-elect 
Roberto de la Madrid of Mexico, As­ 
semblyman Art Torres. D-Los 
Angeles, and U. S. and Mexican nar­ 
cotics agents. 
According to Ayala, Madrid made 
four suggestions to help stem the 
flow of marijuana and heroin from 
Mexico into the U. S. They were to 
get additional U. S. helicopters into 
Mexico to spray marijuana fields 
and destroy the plants , to build a se­ 
cond entrance gate at the border, 
about 4 miles east of the existing 
gate at San Diego to help relieve 
traffic jams; to operate a train on 
existing lines between Tijuana and 
San Diego; and to operate a ferry 
boat from Ensenada, Mex., to San 
Diego 


“ I hope I ’m named to this commit­ 
tee.” said Ayala. “ I ’d like to help 
solve drug and other problems 
shared by Mexico and California.”

Itat actually it sho uldn’t! There IS a way to 
eliminate tho se crime lo sses.

armed fo rces into co mbat, why no t turn o ur 
so ldiers sailo rs, marines and air fo rce lo o se o n this

by ex terminating tho se undesirables wo uld go a 
lo ng way to ward making o ur armed fo rces self sup- 
po rting. 


Any where between 20 and 32 millio n Americans 
are suffering fro m sev ere emo tio nal stress and are 
in need o f mental health care at any o ne time. 
So said the President’s Co mmissio n o n Mental 
Health the o ther day as it repo rted the findings o f a 
study co nducted fo r it by the Natio nal Institute o f 
Mental Health. 
Ev en tho se figures may be co nserv ativ e, say 
so me members o f the co mmissio n, who think it is 
pro bable that 4 7 m illio n A m erican s hav e 
“ diagno sable mental disturbances” and are in need 
o f pro fessio nal care. This is in additio n to fiv e 
millio n peo ple kno wn to be mentally retarded. 
No w 20 o r 32 o r 4 0 millio n peo ple is an awful lo t o f 
peo ple. But befo re we all begin casting suspicio us 
glances at o ur neighbo rs, we sho uld bear in mind 
that terms like mental illness o r mental distur­ 
bance can co v er a wide v ariety o f human behav io r, 
fro m true psy cho sis to senility to a little fray ing 
aro und the edges fro m the stresses and strains o f 
ev ery day liv ing. 
It’s also po ssible that any panel o f mental health 
pro fessio nals surv ey ing Americans at any time 
wo uld hav e arriv ed at the same co nclusio n as did 
the presidential co mmissio n; namely , that mental 
illness is rampant. Mo reo v er, we wo uld be willing 
to bet that the mo re mental health pro fessio nals 
there are, the mo re “ diagno sable mental distur­ 
bances” will be fo und. 
This is no t to make light o f the pro blem o f mental 
illness, which can be o ne o f the mo st painful — and 
ex pensiv e — ex periences any indiv idual o r family 
can go thro ugh. As the co mmissio n itself no ted, in 
the past two decades the annual co st o f treating 
mental illness has increased 120-fo ld to $17 billio n 
and the number o f peo ple directly inv o lv ed in car­ 
ing fo r the mentally ill has tripled to 350,000. 
Because the natio n is already making such an 
eno rmo us o utlay , the co mmissio n did no t call fo r a 
massiv e step-up in federal ex penditures in the men­ 
tal health field. Rather, acco rding to co mmissio n 
Chairman Dr. Tho mas W. Bry ant, the strategy is 
that o f “ making a case fo r including mental health 
insurance benefits" in a natio nal health insurance 
pro po sal no w being co nsidered by the Carter ad­ 
ministratio n. 
Actually , the case makes itself. Co v erage o f men­ 
tal illness o r psy chiatric treatment is already in­ 
cluded in many priv ate medical and ho spitalizatio n 
plans and certainly sho uld be part o f any natio nal 
sy stem o f health insurance. 
The real questio n is whether the natio n needs 
natio nal health insurance in the first place, o r 
whether impro v ements in the present mix o f 
Medicare, Medicaid and priv ate insurance co uld do 
the jo b. 


Besides the sex plo itatio n serials, the King Ko ngs, 
the beings fro m o uter space and the bio nic and 
mechanical marv els which are pro liferating o n o ur 
mo v ie and TV screens, the latest additio n to that 
lo ng list o f entertainment fo dder, which I shall cer-

Following is another m atter which 
the city of La Verne is placing at the 
bottom of a priority list that is 
headed by the cash pu rchase of a new 
city hall worth $750,000 
All of ou r city employ ees are still 
in the process of negotiating a raise 
which they , and I personally , feel 
they deserv e. This is especially tru e 
in the case of ou r Police Department 
that has to work u nder poor condi­ 
tions which the city continu es to 
allow. For ex ample, do my fellow 
citizens know that we only hav e 24 of­ 
ficers for a popu lation of abou t 
18,300? When broken down into three 
shifis, there are. on the av erage (and 
ex clu ding the traffic u nit and the 
few other higher ranked officers at 


the station), two field policemen to 
patrol an area of eight sq u are miles! 
In other words, we. as citizens, ex ­ 
pect each man to protect fou r sq u are 
miles or 9 ,000 people. 
What is ev en worse is the salary 
scale. Of the 10 su rrou nding cities 
which help comprise the East San 
Gabriel and Pomona v alley s, the top 
La Verne patrolman is 19 percent 
below the av erage pay scale, while 
that of the top sergeant is 29 percent. 
Can y ou gu ess what line they are 
giv en at their meetings with the 
main negotiator? “ We hav e no 
money .” 
Now. what will happen (if it hasn't 
already ) is ¿hat if/when something 
shou ld go wrong or an officer not be 
able to do his job properly , it is he 


who will get the blamq # and not the 
higher-u ps ou tside the P olice 
Department who make them work in 
su ch an inadeq u ate situ ation to begin 
with. I wou ldn’t be su rprised if they 
had a low morale du e to knowing that 
they ’re not appreciated enou gh to be 
paid a decent salary . I think that this 
whole thing is a disgrace and shame 
to ou r city , and y ou know what? I 
also feel that we are v ery lu cky to 
hav e any one here at all to protect u s.

A frequent co mpaint o f the po lice is that they 
o ften arrest a lawbreaker fo r a crime, o nly to hav e 
the case thro wn o ut o f co urt fo r o ne reaso n o r 
ano ther. 
The co mplaint is backed up by a go v ernment- 
financed study . 
Ex amining po lice reco rds in Washingto n, D.C., 
the Institute fo r Law and So cial Research fo und 
that fewer than 30 per cent o f the arrests fo r serio us 
crime in that city in 197 4 led to co nv ictio ns. Studies 
in o ther large cities hav e pro duced similar findings, 
it say s. 


At the same time, ho wev er, the researchers dis­ 
co v ered that so me co ps co nsistently sco red high in 
making arrests that stuck. Specifically , o f the 2,4 18 
Washingto n o fficers who made arrests in 197 4 , o nly 
15 per cent o f them made half o f the arrests which 
resulted in co nv ictio ns. 


The institute do esn’t kno w why a few o fficers 
pro duce mo st o f the co nv ictable arrests, but 
suggests that po lice departments might want to 
reward tho se who do with mo re rapid pro mo tio n, 
bo nus pay o r special reco gnitio n, and thereby en­ 
co urage all o fficers to “ lo o k bey o nd arrest."

Carter, who did his share of hand- 
wringing ov er the wiretapping of the 
Nix on era, has now fou nd himself in 
possession of a gov ernment hand­ 
book on wiretapping. 
This handy , easy -torread manu al 
cou ld instru ct any enterprising snoop 
with a set of tools how to eav esdrop 
on telephone conv ersations. The 
White Hou se is embarrassed. The 
telephone company is horrified. 
Still, the C arter disciples are 
cau ght in a dilemma. It seems the 
tax pay ers cou ghed u p $47,000 for the 
instru ctions on how to wiretap. 
It is contrary to the president s 
spirit of candor and sense of 
economics to depriv e the tax pay er*, 
of the information they paid for. 
The Office of Telecommu nications 
Policy , which paid for the handboojt, 
was all set to release it for the 
enlightenment of those who might be 
interested jn the refinements of 
eav esdropping. Bu t the telephone 
company raised a howl. American 
Telephone and Telegraph, one sou rce 
confided, “ is scared to death abou t 
too many people finding ou t abou t 
this." 
The aggriev ed phone company , 
therefore, u rgently alerted Vice 
President Walter Mondale to the 
danger. ATandT president Charles 
Brown warned Mondale in a con­ 
fidential letter that the wiretap 
manu al “ tells how to intercept su b­ 
u rban 
re sid e ntia l telephones, 
bu siness data commu nication . . . 


and the interstate long-distance 
network . . . It tells the reader how 
to locate, open, Up into, reseal and 
rebu ry ou r cables for the pu rpose of 
inte rc e pting c u stom e rs’ com ­ 
mu nications.” 
White Hou se officials, pu tting dis­ 
cretion ahead of candor, hav e placed 
the 13-page, how-to-do-it handbook 
u nder lock and key . It is now being 
handled with the same delicate care 
as nitrogly cerin. 
The repercu ssions, meanwhile, 
hav e already reached Capitol Hill. 
Rep. John Moss, D-Calif.. who u n­ 
cov ered the manu al, is eager to know 
m ore abou t the g ov ernm ent’s 
w iretap way s. A pparently , the 
gov ernment has been so careless 
abou t priv acy that it planned to 
pu blish the wiretapping instru ctions 
Yet Moss has been denied access to 
the phone records of past in­ 
telligence wiretaps by the White 
Hou se. Congressional inv estigators 
su spect that some of these were real­ 
ly

wiretaps 
It remains a m atter of dispu te, 
meanwhile, why the wiretapping in- ' 
stru ctions were written. An official 
of the Mitre Corporation, which 
produ ced the manu al, told u s: “ We 
were relu ctant to produ ce any thing 
that cou ld be labeled as a cookbook 
on wiretapping recipes, bu t we were 
asked to do it by the White Hou se. ” , 
The White Hou se telecommu nica-» 1 
tions chief, William Thaler, insisted 
he had informed Mitre ex plicitly that 


he didn't want a how-to-do-it book. 
“There mu st hav e been some confu ­ 
sion at the working lev el,” he 
su ggested. Nev ertheless, he was 
ready to, release the report u ntil 
White Hou se science adv iser Frank 
Press u rgently interv ened. 
“This report can lead to mu ch mis­ 
chief.” Press told ou r associate 
Howie Ku rtz. “ The gov ernment 
nev er shou ld hav e asked for it.” Now 
White Hou se officials are try ing to 
figu re ou t how to get arou nd the 
Freedom of Information laws and 
keep the pamphlet secret. 
Howev er, we hav e obtained a copy 
of the handbook, which is stamped 
“Controlled Distribu tion.” We agree 
with White Hou se aides that it wou ld 
not' be in the pu blic interest to 
pu blish the technical details. Bu t 
there are some general eav esdrop­ 
ping instru ctions that are worth 
printing for their entertainm ent 
v alu e. 
For ex ample, an “ interceptor 
who might wish to ov erhear the 
telephone conv ersations in a su b­ 
u rban residence, say , “ in Northern 
Virginia between 6 p.m. and 11 p.m. 
Monday throu gh Friday ” is giv en 11 
steps to take. First, he shou ld “climb 
pole.” Upon this lofty perch, su itable 
also for peeking into second-story 
windows, he will find a “ terminal 
enclosu re.” He is instru cted to jiggle 
the appropriate wires; then a tape 
re c ord e r is recom m ended for 
monitoring the intercepted conv ersa­ 
tion.

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NEW ORLEANS - (NEA) - One 
endu ring contemporary ax iom holds 
that telev ision adv ertising has 
become so u biq u itou s and influ ential 
that it dominates the process of 
selecting ev ery thing from headache 
remedies to pu blic officials. 
It’s v ery fashionable to su ggest, 
for ex ample, that the telev ision com­ 
m ercial has em erged in recent 
decades as by far the most essential 
mediu m for presidential candidates 
seeking to gain the su pport of a large 
and disparate national electorate. 
Telev ision news and pu blic affairs 
programming u ndou btedly is the 
single most important v ehicle Jor 
display ing to that sprawling con­ 
stitu ency the contenders for the 
presidency , their personalities and 
their positions on issu es. 
Bu t a prev iou sly u npu blished 
national su rv ey goes a long way 
toward destroy ing the my th of the in­ 
dispensability of paid telev ision 
adv ertising — notwithstanding the 
fact that contenders for the White 
Hou se lav ish tens of millions o f 
dollars on that mediu m du ring ev ery 
presidential campaign. 
The poll resu lts, obtained du ring 
the recent m eeting here of the 
Repu blican National Committee, are 
the produ ct of a nationwide v o ter 
su rv ey 
condu cted im m ediately 
following last y ear’s presidential 
election by Decision Making Info r­ 
mation, a highly respected Santa 
Ana, Calif., political research firm. 
Among that repo rt’s co nclusio ns: 


The telev ision “ spots" aired on 
behalf of the loser, Repu blican 
nominee Gerald R. Ford, had a far 
more profou nd impact on the v oters 
than did the commercials broadcast 
on behalf of the winner, Democratic 
nominee Jimmy Carter. 
The su rv ey didn’t seek to measu re 
the q u ality of either candidate’s 
telev ision adv ertising, bu t the two 
commercials specifically recalled by 
the greatest nu mber of v oters polled 
both were su perlativ e ads produ ced 
for Ford. 
One was a “positiv e” ad which 
com bined a series of striking 
photographs portray ing the nation's 
strength and div ersity accompanied 
by an au dio track of a catchy song 
titled, “ I’m Feelin’ Good Abou t 
America.” 
The other was a “ negativ e” ad 
featu ring a grou p of men and 
women, all identified as Georgia 
residents, who participated in 
presu mably spontaneou s sidewalk 
interv iews in which They criticized 
C a rte r’s perform ance as their 
state's gov ernor. 
Those commercials were part of a 
Ford media package widely ac­ 
claimed by political professionals in 
both m ajor parties as being ex cep­ 
tionally creativ e and imaginativ e. 
T hey w ere prod u ced by th e 
Washington firm of Bailey , Dear- 
dou rff & Associates. 
The same politicians wrote off 
Carter’3 telev ision adv ertising as 
neither inspired nor memorable — a 


v iew su pported by the Decision Mak# 
ing Information su rv ey , which con­ 
clu ded that Ford “ clearly ou t­ 
performed” Carter in the q u ality of 
telev sion commercials. 
The man responsible for Carter's 
telev ision “ spots" was Gerald 
Rafshoon, head of an Atlanta adv er­ 
tising agency which bears his name 
and a longtime political ally of the 
President. 
Despite the fact that neither the 
v oters nor the professionals were im­ 
pressed with Rafshoon’s campaign 
work, his affiliation with the election 
w inner prov ided both 
instant 
celebrity statu s and a host of new 
clients. 
Rafshoon’s first major test this 
y ear cam e in New York City ’s 
m ay oralty race. 
His candidate, 
Mario Cu omo, su rv iv ed an initial 
primary while ru nning against a 
crowded bu t lacklu ster field, then 
was clobbered in the ru noff. 
Rafshoon cu rrently has a fat con­ 
tract with the maritime indu stry to 
promote the controv ersial “Cargo 
Preference Bill,” and he is in charge 
of the media cam pai# for Henry 
Howell, the Democratic candidate in 
Virginia’s gu bernatorial race. 
Rafshoon may y et display great 
talent in the highly demanding art of 
produ cing compelling commercials 
— bu t if telev ision adv ertising had 
tru ly been the dominant factor in last 
y ear's presidential campaign, both 
he and Carter wou ld now be back in 
Georgia.

In anticipatio n o f the o ffice o f atto rney general 
beco ming v acant by reaso n o f Ev elle J. Yo unger s 
bid fo r go v erno r, Sen. Geo rge Deukmejian has 
jumped o ut in fro nt as a pro spectiv e candidate fo r 
the jo b. 
While he has no t made a flat-o ut anno uncement o f 
his candidacy , he has sanctio ned effo rts o f 
“ Friends” to o rganize in his behalf. Deukmejian 
sav s “ If necessary facto rs fo r a campaign co me 
to gether in January , I will anno unce fo r atto rney 
general." 
.... . 
, 
That, o f co urse, is the cautio us po litician s ap­ 
pro ach. What the “ Duke" is say ing is that he wants 
to see the strength o f his suppo rt in terms o f peo ple 
and mo ney befo re he co mmits himself. 
Altho ugh he can make the race witho ut sacrific­ 
ing his Senate seat, since he just wo n re-electio n to 
a fo urth fo ur-y ear term last y ear, his cautio n is un­ 
derstandable. 
In the first place it is no t y et certain that Yo unger 
wo n’t back o ut o f the gubernato rial race and o pt to 
seek re-electio n. Deukmejian pro bably wo uldn’t 
want an intra-party fight with Yo unger in the 
Republican primaries. He lo st o ne such enco unter 
in 197 0. 
At that time Yo unger, then Lo s Angeles Co unty 
district atto rney , o utdistanced bo th Deukmejian 
and Sen. Jo hn Harmer as well as Spencer Williams, 
who had serv ed as Go v . Reagan’s health and 
welfare secretary . 
But barring unfo reseens, Deukmejian’s pro spects 
at the mo ment lo o k bright. He is the mo st fo r­ 
midable Republican to , so far, indicate a desire fo r 
the jo b. His Demo cratic o ppo sitio n has y et to 
em erge, altho ugh Yv o nne Burke, member o f 
Co ngress fro m Lo s Angeles, who se striking beauty 
is matched with sharp intelligence, has made 
stro ng ex pressio ns o f interest in running. 
Deukmejian at 4 9 is a mo st presentable can­ 
didate. Lean and go o d lo o king, he is sincere and 
straightfo rward. Elected to the Assembly fro m 
Lo ng Beach in 196 2, he mo v ed to the Senate fo ur 
y ears later and has weathered re-electio ns each 
time since despite drastic shifts in his district by 
reaso n o f reappo rtio nments which hav e ero ded any 
adv antages fo r Republican candidates in the dis­ 
trict. 
As a senato r, Deukmejian is well-respected and 
serv es as the Senate s mino rity leader. No t the 
easiest perso n to beco me friendly with because o f 
an innate alo o fness in his bearing, nev ertheless he 
is v iewed by lo bby ists and the press as an ho nest, 
hard-wo rking legislato r. 
While he enjo y s go o d rappo rt with his fello w 
Republicans, it wo uld be difficult to label him, fo r 
he is neither the ty pical right wing co nserv ativ e no r 
the av erage mo derate. 
His track reco rd fo r the jo b he no w entertains no ­ 
tio ns abo ut is go o d. Fo r he has been stro ng fo r law 
enfo rcement and led the fight fo r resto ratio n o f the 
death penalty bo th in 197 2 when the issue went to 
the ballo t and again this y ear, including the suc­ 
cessful o v erriding o f Go v . Jerry Bro wn's death 
penalty v eto . 
Additio nally , Deukmejian has autho red o ther 
legislatio n designed to curb crime including the law 
which pro v ides mandato ry priso n sentences fo r 
tho se who use guns in the co mmissio n o f crimes.

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DEAR DR. MILLER: Geeper, our guinea pig. was hav­ 
ing such a hard time with the hot weather that we gave 
him a hair cut. It was a pretty bad job. Now we are used 
to it but it doesn’t seem to be growing back much. What’s 
going to happen if it gets cold and he still doesn’t have his 
long fur? — T.O.

DEAR T O.: Geeper might still get enough of his coat 
back before really cold weather settles in. Protecting him 
from drafts and seeing to it that he has a warm bed box 
available should prevent chilling. In really cold weather, 
he would need a heated room or some supplementary heat 
source. 


DEAR DR. MILLER . Benji is a blue-blooded Burmese, 
papers, championship stock, and all that.

Most important, cats fed this diet may 
develop steatitis. Steatitis, caused by a deficiency of 
vitamin E, is a potentially fatal disease affecting fat 
metabolism. Dark tuna does not have adequate vitamin 
E. 
Canned tuna for cats usually has additional vitamin E 
added but canning and processing may break the vitamin 
down before it reaches y our ca t’s plate. 
The average ca t’s diet is not deficient in E so most ca ts’ 
performance wouldn’t improve with added E. But Benji 
just could be deficient. He certainly would benefit from a 
change in diet. And while there are numerous other 
causes for poor performance (and these should be 
checked out), E just might substantially increase his in­ 
terest and performance in matters intimate and amorous.

OKLAHOMA CITY (AP) - Doc­ 
tors who performed more than 5 0 
sex-change operations at Baptist 
Medical Center are defending their 
work with transsexuals as a Chris­ 
tian response to a human problem. 
“ Society has looked upon these 
people as perverted freaks, and they 
have been shunned as much as were 
the lepers in Biblical tim es.” Drs. 
David William Foerster and Charles 
Reynolds said in urging the directors 
of the Baptist General Convention of 
Oklahoma to allow the work to con­ 
tinue. 
“ If Jesu s Christ were alive today, 
undoubtedly he would render help 
and comfort to the transsexual as he 
did the leper, the blind and the 


lam e,” they added in a statement 
released for the Oklahoma Gender 
Identity Foundation. 
The issue will be decided Friday 
when the convention’s board of 
directors votes on the sex-change 
operations that were begun at the 
hospital four years ago. 
The operations were halted during 
the summer at the request of the 
Rev. Joe Ingram, executive director 
of the state convention. 
The b o a r d ’ s c o m m itte e on 
hospitals met last week and one 
m e m b e r s a id it v o ted o v e r ­ 
whelmingly against permitting the 
operations to resume. 
The hospital’s medical staff and 
lay ad visory board have voted 


overwhelmingly to continue the 
operations.

The Gender Identity Foundation is 
composed of six physicians from 
various fields of medicine ranging 
from surgery to psychiatry. 
The group operates only on those 
patients whose physical makeup 
does not match their mental picture 
of themselves. Anyone accepted for 
the sex change operations goes 
through lengthy preliminary eval­ 
uations. 
There is “ no effective psychiatric 
therapy for the transsexual and only 
through surgical change of the 
physical gender can relief and 
rehabilitation be accom plished,” 
Foerster and Reynolds said.

CU CHI, Vietnam (AP) 
- As Lt. Col. George A. 
Ey ster lay dy ing from Viet 
Cong sniper bu llet wou nds 
on a ju ngle trail, he said to 
me. “ Before I go I'd like to 
talk to the gu y who con­ 
trols those incredible men 
in the tu nnels.’’ 
Elev en y ears later I met 
that man and he showed 
me the inside of the fan­ 
tastic tu nnel octopu s that 
took 30 y ears to dig and 
stretched 150 miles, with 
te n ta c le s som e tim e s 
winding right u nder the 
chairs of U.S. commanders 
as the y sa t in th e ir 
headqu arters. 
E y ster, a tall West 
Pointer from Cocoa Beach, 
Fla., died in a field hospital 
while his battalion, the 2nd 
of the 28 th Regiment, First 
Infantry Div ision, was try ­ 
ing to fight its way ou t of 
the v ast u ndergrou nd com­ 
plex 20 miles northwest of 
Saigon. 
The now peacefu l tu nnels 
were on the itinerary of a 
German tou rist grou p I 
trav eled with on a rare 
two-week trip to Vietnam. 
One of the briefing of­ 
f ic e r s 
a t 
d i s t r i c t 
headqu arters was Capt. 
Ngu y en Thanh Linh. Dres­ 
sed in an oliv e drab North 
Vietnamese u niform and 
Ho Chi Minh ru bber tire 
sandals, he said in answer 
to a qu estion that he had 
commanded the Cu Chi 


Liberation Battalion du r­ 
ing 1966. 
That was the u nit the 
American colonel’s “ Black 
Lion” battalion had op­ 
posed. The slightly -bu ilt, 
4 5 -y ear-old Capt. 
Linh 
looked qu izzically as I pu r­ 
su ed my qu estioning. Yes, 
he sa id , 
inte llig e nc e 
reports had informed him 
at the time that the oppos­ 
ing American battalion 
com m and er had been 
killed. 
As he recalled those day s 
for ou r tou rist grou p the 
horror of a war I had 
witnessed from only one 
side became v iv idly real. 
C apt. Linh spoke in 
F rench w ith gru dging 
respect and almost withou t 
hatred abou t his former 
enemies, the Americans. 
The death of Ey ster and 
many other Americans in 
those early w ar y ears 
shocked the A m erican 
pu blic, bu t as the captain 
talked it was ev ident the 
battles had not been one­ 
sided. 
Of the 600 men in the Cu 
Chi battalion that fou ght 
Ey ster's Black Lions in 
Janu ary 1966, only fou r 
su rv iv ed the war, two of­ 
f ic e r s and tw o non­ 
com m issioned officers, 
said Linh. 
The battalion itself “ was 
wiped ou t sev eral times,' 
he said. “Each time we 
reconstru cted it. In the 
whole sector we lost 12,000 
men in the cou rse of the 
w ar.” 
The former battlefields 
looked lu sh and sleepy as 
ou r grou p drov e from 
Saigon northwest along the 
riv er bearing the city ’s 
nam e. Some deep B5 2 
bomb craters were still 
v isible, retained as fish 
ponds or wallowing holes 
for animals. 
You th labor gangs were 


widening a road, and oc 
casionally a reminder of 
the war wou ld appear. A 
ru sting a rm ore d pe r­ 
sonnel carrier with First 
Infantry Div ision markings 
and “ Little Rose’’ painted 
on its side loomed ou t of a 
bamboo thicket. The wreck 
of a U.S. helicopter was 
ov ergrown with elephant 
grass. 
The battlegrou nd we 
were being taken to lay 
beneath ou r feet, at one, 
two and three lev els u n­ 
dergrou nd. It was a twist­ 
ing octopu s of tu nnels and 
cav erns stretching from 
Cu Chi towards Saigon and 
the su rrou nding prov incial 
capitals. The tu nnels were 
marked in black lines on a 
12 by 12-foot map hanging 
from a briefing room wall, 
and my first reaction was 
that it looked like a map of 
the New York or London 
su bway sy stem, with dots 
not for stations bu t for 
fighting positions and 
secret entrances and ex its. 
The slippery , hu m id 
corridors, abou t two feet 
wide and two feet high, 
blocked with wooden trap­ 
doors at u ndergrou nd in­ 
tersections, spanned the 
history of the whole Viet­ 
nam war, starting from the 
day s when Com m u nist 
agents hid from the French 
police. Bu t it was du ring 
the American phase of the 
war, Linh said, that the 
sy stem was tru ly tested. 
“ As m ore and m ore 
American soldiers arriv ed 
to occu py the su rface 
abov e, the more we ex ­ 
tended ou r sy stem below, 
said a senior officer at the 
briefing, Col. Du ong Long 
Sang. “ At the end we had a 
three-tier tu nnel sy stem 
and ev ery thing was u n­ 
dergrou nd — the toilets, 
the hospitals, all ou r 
soldiers, many civ ilians 
and ev en water bu ffalo.’ 


The colonel continu ed: 
“ We literally du g for 30 
y ears, u su ally in the dark, 
squ atting down. We carv ed 
ou t abou t a meter ev ery 
eight hou rs, and women 
distribu ted the earth on the 
su rface, hiding it u nder 
fallen leav es.” 
The tu nnels crept u nder 
som e U .S. 
positions. 
“ Sev eral times we knew 
that American field com­ 
manders wou ld sit like this 
on the ir m etal c ha irs 
directly abov e u s,” said 
Linh with a grin. 
The Vietnamese took ou r 
grou p for a v isit, and as 
noisy 
s w a rm s 
of 
mosqu itoes bu zzed arou nd 
ou r he a d s we pu shed 
ou rselv es throu gh the 
narrow corridors, obv iou s­ 
ly bu ilt by and for slender 
Vietnamese. “ We alway s 
mov ed in the dark, sav ing 
ou r candles and torches for 
emergencies,” said Linh. 
“Ou r ampu tees lay in the 
d a rk , 
som e tim e s for 
months.” 
B u t e v e n tu a lly the 
Americans figu red ou t the 
cou nterattack. 
First they u sed hu nting 
dogs “and we battled them 
u ndergrou nd w ith rifle 
bu tts, mines and kniv es,” 
said Linh. Then somebody 
had the id ea to u se 
American toilet soap and 
the Vietnamese started 
smelling the same as the 
GIs. “ That stopped the 
dogs,” Linh said. 
Nex t came the “tu nnel 
r a ts — s m a ll, tou g h 
Americans, like u s,” Linh 
said. “They crawled into 
the tu nnels with ex plosiv es 
and gas to blast u s ou t. We 
installed m ore escape 
rou tes, more tiers, bu t 
sometimes we were cor­ 
nered and we tried to kill 
them with bay onets so as 
not to giv e ou r positions 
away . 
“ Many Americans died 
in the tu nnels. They wasted 
mu ch time pu lling their 
dead back. That gav e u s 
time to regrou p. The more 
we k ille d the fe w e r 
problems we had,” said 
Linh. 
The A m ericans tried 
flooding the tu nnels “and 
we lost many men u ntil we

Only direct hits killed, 
Linh claim ed , bu t he 
described the awesome ex ­ 
perience of a near miss: 
“ F i r e wou ld be e v ­ 
ery where, the body wou ld 
be thrown back and forth in 
the tu nnel, shirt and pants 
wou ld be ripped apart by 
the su ction of the air 
blast.” 
Sang s t a t e d : 
“ The 
Americans u sed to say that 
as long as there were 
soldiers of the Liberation 
Front in the Cu Chi tu n­ 
nels, Saigon wou ld be in 
danger.

Wednesday she held no bit­ 
terness toward the com­ 
mu nist soldiers “becau se 
they were doing their du ty , 
too, as they saw it.” Bu t 
she remains u nhappy abou t 
the complete collapse of 
the Saigon gov ernment in 
1975 . 
“ I don’t pretend to know 
the political su btleties, bu t 
we cou ld not help asking 
ou rselv es what was all that 
loss of life for. Yet I hate to 
say G eorge s life was 
wasted,” she said.

White House receives green light 
to use conventional mouse traps

WASHINGTON (A P) 
President Carter may not 
know it but he has a go- 
ahead from the Humane 
Society of the United 
States to kill as quickly as 
possible the mice that in­ 
habit the presidential of­ 
fices. 
Three W h ite House 
sources reported that 
special devices that trap 
rather than kill mice have 
been installed near Car­ 
t e r ’s p riv a te o ffic e 
because, 
they claimed, 
conventional 
mousetraps 
are frow ned upon by 
humane societies. 
Nothing could be further 
from the truth, it seems. 
Said Charles Herm an, 
spokesman for the national 
society: 
“ We stay away from ro­ 


dents. Essentially, were 
for the quickest possible 
kill for these pests. We re 
against cruelty." 
When the local society 
was asked if it had advised 
C arter or his people 
against using everyday 
mousetraps, a spokes­ 
person 
respon ded, 
“ Doesn’t he have enough 
problems?" 
If anything, the type of 
trap that rests in Carter s 
outer office, near the desk 
of personal secretary 
Susan Clough, would seem 
to be potentially objectio­ 
nable because it imprisons 
rather than kills. Baited 
with cheese, it has an 
advertised capacity of 30 
mice at a time. 
Ms. Clough, who prefers 
that designation, never has 


had to cope with any such 
quantity, however. When 
she finds a single mouse in 
the trap, she promptly 
calls the General Services 
Adm inistration, which 
carts it off for belated, if 
humane, destruction. 
Mice are so prevalent 
throughout the W hite 
House complex that a 
variety of devices and 
methods are employed to 
fight them. 
In the press center, for 
exam ple, conventional 
spring straps are used — 
but with an unconvention­ 
al bait. Instead of arming 
the triggers with bits of 
cheese. GSA employes 
periodically dab them with 
peanut butter. 
Neither Jim my nor Billy 
Carter put them up to this. 


SACRAMENTO (A P) - 
Use a gun. Go to prison. 
It’s the law. 
The words are ominous. 
Californians are starting to 
see and 
h ear 
them 
everywhere — in more 
than 100.000 signs on store 
windows, on billboards, 
and from a deep-voiced an­ 
nouncer on radio and 
television stations. 
This campaign is the 
conservatives’ answer to 
gun control proposals. Its 
big-business backers say 
they have gotten pledges of 
$2 m illion in free -ad­ 
vertising to spread the 
word that anyone who uses 
a gun will spend time in 
prison. 
But is that claim true? 
And is the cam paign 
working? 
Statistics from the state 
attorney general's office 
indicate that gun-using 
criminals have a 3-to-l 
chance of going to prison if 
they re convicted — but 
that relatively few are 
* caught. 
And in the first year of 
the state’s mandatory 
sentencing law for crimes 
using guns, there was no 
decrease in those crimes. 
Nevertheless, 
sponsors 
of the campaign say they 
are confident that the man- 
" datory sentencing laws, if 
properly publicized, will 
reduce crime. And they 
say they will push to ex- , 
tend mandatory sentencing 
to other crimes. 
“ Common sense tells us 
that if you've got a violent 
criminal and he's removed | 
from the community, ob- ; 
viously you’re going to br­ 
ing about a reduction in 
crime,” says Sen. George 
D eu km ejian , R-Long 
Beach, sponsor of the law 
and founder of the Califor­ 
nia Stop Crime Coalition. 
“ If we get a 30 per cent 
reduction in crimes with 
guns within two years, 
we’ll scream success,” 
says Michael Rushford. the 
coalition's coordinator and 
anti-crime director for the 
statew ide Cham ber of 
Commerce. 
* in Florida, armed rob­ 
bery dropped 30 per cent in 
the first six months of such 
a program, Rushford says. 
Under a 1975 Deuk 
mejian bill signed by Gov 


Edmund Brown Jr., the 
state requires a prison 
term for crimes in which a 
gun was used. 
That same year, Brown 
signed another mandatory 
sentencing bill for heroin 
sellers. Recently he signed 
two others, requiring 
prison term s for as­ 
saulting an elderly person 
and for a parolee convicted 
of a new crime if either of­ 
fense was violent. 
The laws were prompted 
by claims that the rising 
crime rate was due in 
large part to ju d icial 
leniency. The measures 
prohibit judges from 
granting probation in 
specified cases, though 
they don’t bar plea bar­ 
gaining or reduced charges 
that allow probation. 
The Stop Crime Coalition 
was formed in early 1976, 
soon after the gun law took 
effect. The idea was that 
businesses have an interest 
in reducing armed rob­ 
beries, so they would sup­ 
port a cam p a ig n to 
publicize the law. 
Rushford says early ef­ 
forts to solicit money from 
gas stations and other 
small businesses had little 
success, but the group had 
better luck with some of 
the 
s t a t e ’ s 
biggest 


-etailers, Checks for $5,000 
are starting to flow in, and 
the group is well along 
toward its goal of $00.000, 
he says. 
An even bigger contribu­ 
tion is being made by about 
30 television stations and 
100 radio stations, mostly 
in urban areas, who have 
agreed to broadcast adver­ 
tisements without cost, 
Rushford says. He es­ 
timates the value of the air 
time at $2 million. 
So far, Rushford says, 
about half of the planned 
300,000 stickers — showing 
a prison cell with the 
superimposed slogan “ Use 
a Gun. Go to prison! ” have 
been distributed to stores. 


A new television ad will 
be film ed in which a

Rushford says there should 
be plenty of volunteers — 
will testify to the law s 
effectiveness. 
And the drive picked up 
steam politically in August 
when Brown dropped in on 
a news conference the 
group was having in Los 
Angeles. 
“ I'll bet anybody running 
for any office is going to 
help us,” Rushford says. 
“ W e ’ve got a good 
program cooking, and peo­ 


ple are going to knock on 
our door.” 
He and Deukmejian say 
the program shouldn't be 
judged for a year or two, 
until the publicity has 
taken effect. That warning 
seems well advised in light 
of statistics from 1976, the 
first year of the gun law. 
A report by Atty. Gen. 
Evelle Younger, a sup­ 
porter of mandatory 
sentencing, says the in­ 
cidence of armed robberies 
using guns was virtually 
the same in 1976 as in 1975, 
but assaults using guns 
rose about 7 per cent — a 
higher rate than the 
statewide crime increase. 
Federal officials think 
about half of all crimes are 
reported. Even if two- 
thirds of California rob­ 
beries were reported, that 
would mean there were 
90.000 of them and only 
4.500 convictions — a ratio 
of 20-1. 
To critics like Brent 
Barnhart, lobbyist for the 
American Civil Liberties 
Union, those statistics 
point to a major flaw in 
mandatory sentencing — 
the fact that most crimes 
don’t result in criminal 
convictions. 
“ It sounds great — you 
blame it (crime) on judges 


so people don’t think law » ^ 
enforcement is responsible . . 
for not doing a good job, ’ 
Barnhart says. 
He also says mandatory - 
sentencing laws ” don-t> 
have anything to do with 
the roots of crim e" and 
can be sidestepped by 
court procedures like plea 
bargaining.

In his first film ro le. Den v er u tters 
su ch lin es fro m the screen p lay by 
Larry Gelbart — based o n the n o v el 
by Av ery Co rman — as: “Chemicals. 
Ev ery thin g has chemicals. We re 
tu rn in g kids in to g arbag e can s,” in 
referen ce to p ackag ed fo o ds at the 
breakfast table. 
Den v er. 34, who se reco rdin g s — in ­ 
clu din g “ Ro cky Mo u n tain Hig h an d 
“Take Me Ho me, Co u n try Ro ads ’ - 
sell millio n s, is “ p erfect fo r the 
p art,” Rein er said. “ He really is like 
that: co n cern ed with the en v i­ 
ro n men t, abo u t the fu tu re o f the 
p lan et an d the hu man race. ” 
Fo r Bu rn s, 81, who starred in 
radio , telev isio n an d n ig ht clu bs fo r 
36 y ears, mo stly as a straig ht man 
fo r his wife an d p artn er, G rade 
Allen , who died in 19 6 4, this is his 
16 th film. He wo n an Academy 
Award fo r his mo st recen t ro le in 
“ The Su n shin e Bo y s. ” 
“ Bu rn s wen t to (me o f Den v er’s 
co n certs an d he was amazed, so im­ 
p ressed at the way Den v er co m­ 
man ded his au dien ce, kep t them 
en thralled,” said Rein er. “ Bu rn s 
said: The kid tu n ed his g u itar fo r 
two min u tes an d n o bo dy stirred. I’d 
hav e to do a so ft sho e an d tell a 
hu n dred jo kes to keep an au dien ce in ­ 
terested, bu t n o t Jo hn .’” 
Den v er’s p ro blems in the film are 
n o t quite Jo bian , bu t bein g mes­ 
sen g er o f Go d is n o t ex actly o n the 
same lev el as bein g deliv ery bo y 
either.

Twenty -fiv e y ears earlier, 
in Ev anston, 111., Helen 
Wy man had named her 
b a b y d a u ght e r S t a r r 
becau se she liked the sou nd 
of it. Years later, after 
Helen had d iv orced Frank 
W y ma n and m a r r i e d 
Stanley Faithfu ll, Stanley 
had ad opted Starr and her 
sister. 
Nev ertheless, 
news­ 
papers d escribed her as a 
d ebu tante, which was 
rid icu lou s; neither the 
Wy mans nor the Faithfu lls 
had ev er amou nted to 
any thing socially . Or as a 
prostitu te. After all. when 
she was fou nd , d rowned 
a nd ot he r w i s e f u l l y 
clothed , she wasn't wear­ 
ing panties, and d id n't that 
let ev ery bod y know what 
kind of a girl she mu st hav e 
been? 
E v e n t u a l l y

specifics of her angu ished , 
short life d id emerge, in­ 
clu d ing a circu m stance 
ev en more shocking than 
the wild est specu lation in 
print or gossip. Bu t nobod y 
knew how or why she d ied .

writer who liv es in Green- 
port. near the ou termost 
tip of Long Island , was 
born fiv e y ears after Starr 
Faithfu ll d ied , and d id n’t 
know of the notoriou s case 
u ntil she was researching 
crime for another writer, a 
friend , in 1975. 
“ I want this one.” Miss 
Scoppettone d eclared , as 
she began to 
tu rn u p 
reports 
abou t St a rr 's 
my steriou s d emise. 
And 
that was the genesis of 
“ Some Unknown Person“ 
(Pu tnam. $8 .9 5), a nov el 
blend ed of facts and neces­ 
sary specu lation, which 
has ju st been pu blished . 
Ex pectations are 
high; 
first hard cov er printing is 
25,000 copies and nex t y ear 
Bantam will issu e 375,000 
copies of the book in paper­ 
back. 
Miss Scoppettone began 
with the u su al w riter's 
r e s e a r c h 
— 
l i b r a r y 
archiv es of newspaper and 
other pu blished reports of 


the time. While v isiting in 
Greenwich Village, she 
walked d own to 12 St. 
Lu ke’s Place, where the 
Faithfu lls had liv ed , and 
got to meet their land lad y . 
The old woman d id n't hav e 
a lot to tell, bu t shared all 
that she remembered . 
“ You ’re not the first 
writer to want to know 
abou t Starr,” she qu ipped 
sly ly to Sand ra. “ After she 
d ied , a y ou ng fellow came 
d own and asked a lot of 
qu estions. He w rote a 
book, bu t he got it all 
wrong.” The y ou ng fellow 
had been John 0 Hara, 
whose nov el, “ Bu tterfield 
8 ,” appeared in 19 35, with 
its tragic heroine. Gloria 
Wand rou s, 
s om e w ha t 
loosely based on S tarr 
Faithfu ll. 
The book that emerged 
from Miss Scoppettone’s 
research had to center on 
the most lu rid circu m ­ 
stance of the case, and the 
single factor which had 


most to d o with shaping 
or crippling — the girl s 
ou tlook on life: 
At the age of 11. Stan- 
had been sed u ced by a 
relativ e, And rew J. Peters, 
45 the May or of Boston, 
who u sed her sex u ally for 
the nex t eight or 
nine 
y ears, keeping her d epen­ 
d ent by ad d icting her to 
alcohol, pills, ether. She 
nev er liked what he mad e 
her d o bu t it brou ght her 
trips, gifts, attention and 
the blissfu l state ind u ced 
bv the little bottle of ether 
he'd hold ou t u ntil she 
begged for it. 
So it was hard ly su rpris­ 
ing that she grew u p with 
no concept of lov ing a boy 
or man, other than roman­ 
tic magazine stories, or 
that she saw sex ju st as a 
d istastefu l bu t effectiv e 
way of getting gifts and at­ 
tention. 
S tarr's d iaries, along 
with contem porary ac­ 
cou nts. gav e Miss Scop­ 
pettone essential insights, 
b u t she still had to 
fabricate at least the final 
two-and -a-half 
d ay s in 
Starr’s life. At hearings 
following the girl's d eath, 
the last person to ad mit 
seeing Starr Faithfu l aliv e 
was a beau tician in Grand 
Central Station.

LOS ANGELES (AP) - The New 
York Yankees, one big, unhappy 
family , arriv ed in the land of the gos­ 
sip hound and continued to tell tales 
out of school. 


Dodgers ready 
to take Yankees 


The World S eries com es to 
Southern California for three games 
beginning this ev ening (5:15 p.m.). 
It would be nice if it would end 
here Sunday with the Dodgers 
sweeping the three here. If Don 
Gullett is unable to come back for 
another turn, it might happen. 
The Dodgers, with Tommy John 
and Don Sutton pitching Friday and 
Saturday , should be able to beat 
Mike Torrez and Ron Guidry . If Burt 
Hooton has the stuff he had against 
the Phils and pitches like he did 
against the Yankees Wednesday , the 
Dodgers could win Sunday whether 
or not Gullett throws. 
But Gullett. ev en though he wasn't 
as good as the Gullett of his National 
League day s, was still good enough 
to beat the Dodgers in the opener and 
ex tend his career mark against them 
to 14-4. 
So when and if he pitches again, 
the Yankees are a different team. 
The New Yorkers may still hav e 
enough to win without great pitching 
in one game. But right now y ou hav e 
to rate the D odgers odds on 


We hav e a chance to win the 
World Series and there’s one guy out 
t h e r e 
s e c on d - g u e s s in g 
th e 
manager, 
said Aankee captain 
Thurman Munson. Munson was talk­ 
ing about teammate Reggie Jackson, 
who criticized Billy Martin for using 
a rusty C atfish Hunter as his 
second-game pitcher. 


“ I wouldn't be second-guessing the 
manager,” added Munson, who has 
been hinting broadly that he wants to 
be traded to Clev eland, the closest 
major league city to his nativ e 
Canton, Ohio. 
Martin, not on the trading block 
but close to losing his job all season 
long, also felt Jackson's loose lip 
could sink the Yankee ship. 
“ Reggie’s hav ing enough trouble 
in right field to keep him from 


second-guessing the manager,” said 
Martin, who clashed with Jackson 
and Yankee owner George Steinbren- 
ner throughout the season. “ We re in 
this World Series as a team. None of 
our play ers should be talking against 
their teammate or the manager. " 
Fifty y ears after the Yankees 
Murderer’s Row team spoke softly 
and carried big sticks, the 1977 
Yankees, “ Murmerer’s Row,” was 
speaking loudly and carry ing small 
sticks. 
Meanwhile, ov er on the other side 
of the field, the docile Dodgers were 
prov iding an interesting contrast, 
performing their v ersion of “ Lov e 
Story ,” an ongoing story of how 25 
play ers and a rookie manager can 
actually win games without con­ 
trov ersy . 
The only thing similar about the 
Yankees and Dodgers is that they 
each hav e one v ictory going into 
Game 3 in the 1977 World Series 
tonight. 
The Yankees will go with right­ 


hander Mike Torrez, a 17-game win­ 
ner during the regular season, while 
the Dodgers trot out medical ex hibit 
No. 1. Tommy John, wThose rebuilt 
left arm brought Los Angeles 20 v ic­ 
tories this y ear. 
“ If I’v e got a good sinker, ev ­ 
ery thing will be all right," said 
Torrez, who is play ing out his option 
and could be making his final ap­ 
pearance as a Yankee.

John is also a sinkerball spe­ 
cialist, but he say s the big factor in 
his game will be his curv eball. 
“ The key will be my ability to get

The D odgers won W ednesday 
night’s second gam e at cav ernous 


Y an k ee S tad iu m 6-1 w ith an 
awesome power display of four home 
runs. Dodger Stadium, a v ery friend­ 
ly home for the National League 
champions, is a cozier ballpark. 
“ I know I'm going to hav e to keep 
the ball low on these guy s, ” said the 
unsigned Torrez, who has listed 
Boston and Montreal high on his 
shopping list. “ If y ou get one up to 
them, they ’re going to hit it out." 
The Dodgers are not only happy to 
be hom e, they 're happy to be 
Dodgers. 
“ I v e been try ing to tell ev ­ 
ery body how lucky I am. 
said 
Dodger Manager Tom Lasorda. 
“ This club is built on lov e, spirit and 
togetherness. 
“ Winning the second game did a 
lot for our club. W’hat brought tears 
to my ey es was the statement of a 
security man in Yankee Stadium who 
said he has y et to see a team with the 
class we had. ” 
The security man wasn't talking 
about the Yankees or their fans, who 
bombarded the Dodgers with an as­ 


sortment of fruits, bottles and other 
objects Wednesday night. One mis­ 
sile. a rubber ball, hit Dodger right 
fielder Reggie Smith on the top of the 
head. Smith, in obv ious pain after 
Game 2, said Thursday he was a lit­ 
tle sore but would be ready to play 
tonight.

On the ot he r hand, 
Arkansas Coach Lou Holtz 
is not conceding a thing to 
Erxleben, a junior. He has 
senior Steve Little. 
One expert says Little 
will be the first kicker 
drafted by the pros this 
year. That expert say s 
Erxleben will be the first 
kicker drafted next year. 
Both will be on display 
when the second-ranked 
Longhorns take on eighth- 
ranked Arkansas Saturday 
in Fayetteville before a 
n a t i o n a l 
t e l e v i s i o n 
audience.

PLANT OF THE MONTH: WEEPI NG FI G

Solar energy has moved 
into public consciousness 
with such emphasis in re­ 
cent years that we are in­ 
clined to forget that 
mankind has been harness­ 
ing the power of the sun in 
one way or another ever 
since the beginning of 
known time. 
When the early human 
beings cut openings in the 
walls of their caves in the 
direction of the sun’s rays, 
they were doing the same 
thing humanity is trying to 
do now — utilizing the 
solar energy to make their 
residences more comfor­ 
tab le. 
So w ere 
the 
American Indians when 
they built their houses with 
materials of high heat ca­ 
pacity — such as adobe, 
mud and stone — absorbing 
heat from the sun during 
the day and reradiating it 
into the dwellings at night. 
In studies conducted by 
the American Institute of 
A rc h ite c ts R esearch 
Corp., it was determined 
that four houses built by 
the M assachusetts In ­ 
stitute of Technology 
between 1939 and 1956, and 
the Peabody-Raymond- 
Telkes house built in 1949, 
were the first fully docu­ 
mented 
solar dwelling 
designs where a major por­ 
tion of the heat require­ 
ment of a house was ob­ 
tained by a formal solar 
collector and storage 
system. Later, solar dwell­ 
ings ranged from those 
that 
re q u ire d 
no 
mechanical equipment for 
their operation to one 
which generated its own 
e le ctricity from solar 
en erg y 
as 
w e ll 
as 
collecting and storing 
radiation for heating and 
cooling. 
In the past few years, 
there have been a large 
variety of solar dwelling 
designs illustrating dif­ 
ferent ways of collecting, 
storing and distributing 
solar energy for space 
heating and cooling and 
domestic water heating. 
During the winter of 
1974, when the residents of 
Colorado Springs were 
faced with a critical shor­ 
tage of natural gas, a solar 
house was built with a 
system quite different 
from those of previous 
solar dwellings. Capturing 
solar energy was achieved 
with two banks of collec­ 
tors facing due south at an 
angle of 55 degrees. Heat 
loss from the collection 
surface was reduced by 
covering the aluminum 
collector panels with two 
panes of glass. Propylene 
glycol was circulated 
through the collector to ab­ 
sorb the heat, since this 
fluid does not freeze in the 
low temperatures of the 
Colorado Springs area. 
Heat from the collector 
was transferred to a large 
storage tank buried beside 
the house. Two heat ex­ 
changers located in the 
storage tank provided a 
distribution system. One 
transferred the collected 
heat to water, which in 
turn heated the air for dis- 


tribution through ducts to 
each room, the other 
preheated the domestic hot 
water before it passed 
through a conventional 
electric water heater. 
As the A IA repo rt 
pointed out, it is technical­ 
ly possible right now to 
achieve close to 100 per­ 
cent solar heating and cool­ 
ing, but a more realistic 
and economically feasible 
goal, g iven p resen t 
technology, is 70 percent 
solar space heating and 90 
percent solar hot water 
heating. Mechanical solar 
cooling, while technically 
feasible, requires ad­ 
ditional research ^and 
development to achieve the 
same levels of efficiency 
and cost-effectiveness as 
present solar heating 
systems. Mechanical solar 
cooling involves the use of 
solar-produced heat to 
power 
c o n v e n tio n a l 
mechanical cooling equip­ 
ment. Heat pumps, absorp­ 
tion cycle and ranking cy­ 
cle systems are re p ­ 
resentative of mechanical 
cooling equipment which 


can be powered by solar- 
produced heat. 
Two of many such tests 
utilizing heat pumps are 
under way in Albuquerque, 
N.M., and Wading River, 
N Y . 
Solar collectors 
measuring 
about 
200 
square feet w ill be in­ 
stalled on the roofs of the 
test houses to collect the 
sun’s energy. A energy- 
efficient electric 
heat 
pump will work in conjunc­ 
tion with the collectors. 
The unit pulls heat from 
the outside air, even during 
cold weather periods. The 
heat pumps are air con­ 
ditioners that run back­ 
wards to supply warmth. 
In the summer, the heat 
pumps cool like conven­ 
tional air conditioners.

The Weeping Fig is an 
evergreen that is not quite 
as well known as another 
member of its family, the 
rubber plant. But along 
with all ornamental figs, 
Ficus benjamina (Ficus 
meaning fig) vies with 
plan ts 
such 
as 
the 
philodendron for top pop­ 
ularity with people who 
favor indoor foliage plants. 
It is the Living Plant 
G ro w ers Association 
“ Plant of the Month” for 
October. 
In frost-free climates, 
F ic u s b e n ja m in a is 
frequently used as a small 
tree around patios and 
near entryways. And while 
it may grow to a height of 
30 feet in its native India, it 
can be maintained as a 
relatively small tree when 
pruned and kept protected 
from prevailing winds. 
The “ weeping” part of 
its name has to do with the 
long slender branches that 
are covered with glossy, 
p op larlik e, 
le ath e ry 
leaves, some with a slight 
tw ist 
as 
in

exotica, 
the 
combination forming a 
graceful arch 
While plant sizes and leaf 
shapes of the various figs 
may range from the 
“ creeping” variety (ac 
tually a vine) to the 
famous Moreton Bay fig 
tree in Santa Barbara 
which had a spread of 150 
feet, those grown indoors 
— F . benjam ina, F . 
elasticia and F. lvrata (the 
Fiddleleaf Fig) - are 
foliage plants in the 2- to 5- 
foot range that are readily 
adaptable to containers 
Most 
F ic u s sp ecies 
tolerate root overcrowding 
and should be repotted only 
when leaves seem stunted 
and cease flourishing. 
Medium to high light is 
best if your Weeping Fig is 
to be kept attractive. 
Temperatures should be in 
the 65 to 80 degree F. range 
but an occasional drop to 45 
or a rise to 90 degrees F. 
will not cause injury. 
The soil should be kept 
moderately moist at all 
times to prevent leaves 
.from turning yellow and 
dropping. Humidity on the 
high side is beneficial. Fer­ 
tilizing with a water- 
soluble type every three 
months is recommended 


but not for at least 
months after being brought 
home from the nursery. 
Once your Weeping Fig 
gets used to its new home, 
it will thrive. Because of 
rts potential size, it may 
re q u ire 
some 
ex ­ 
perimenting before you 
find a good location for it in 
the home. But once you do, 
it will reward you with lush 
growth and easy care. 
You will find the Weep­ 
ing Fig at many nurseries

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NEW YOR K (UPI) — Stock prices moved narrowly 
higher Friday during the first two hours of trading of New 
York Stock Exchange issues. 
Some bargain hunting was apparent. The market has 
been in a slump for some time and the Dow Jones in­ 
dustrial average has given up more than 22 points in the 
first four sessions this week. 
The Dow, off at the opening, was up 2.17 points to 820.34 
shortly before the noon hour. Advances led declines, 550 
to 510 among the 1,573 issues crossing the tape. Turnover 


a m o u n te d to approximately 9,000,000 shares compared to 
10.460,000 traded during the first two hours Thursday. 
Analysts noted that prices of some issues are at their 
low points for the year, and could be tempting to buyers. 
However, buying has been restrained in recent sessions 
by fears of rising interest rates. The prime rate, for in­ 
stance. recently went up a quarter point and some money 
market watchers have suggested it may go even higher 
soon. 
However, Citibank, which announces Friday morning 
its prime rate for the ensuing week, said it was holding at 
the 7Va per cent level. The possibility of a rise by Citibank, 
a trendsetter, had sprung from the Federal R eserve 
Board’s announcement Thursday of a $4.9 billion bulge in 
the nation’s basic money supply. 
The prime rate is that accorded blue-chip corporate 
borrowers, and any moves toward increasing business 
costs help curb stock market progress. 
Acting as a restraint on the market was a prediction 
from the Business Council, an organization of top cor­ 
porate executives, that the economic growth rate next 
vear will be lower than this year’s and may bring on “ new 
and unneeded’’ stimulus from the federal administration. 
Topping the active list was National Cash R egister, off 
to 41. The issue lost 2% Thursday. The company 
reported rises in net income for the third quarter and nine 
months that were less than some market watchers had 
anticipated. 
Second most active issue was British Petroleum, up m 
to 15Vk. Third most active was Digital Equipment, off Vs 
to 45V». 
International Business Machines was off V» to 257%. 
The issue was up 2V4 points Thursday on the impetus of a 
record jump in third quarter earnings. Burroughs, 
another major firm in the computer industry, was off % 
to 66. It reported a 16 per cent rise in third quarter earn-

R evenues for the third 
quarter were also at a 
record high of $42.887,000, 
up 23 percent from 
revenues of $34,752,000 dur­ 
ing the like period of 1976.

Edward L. Johnson, 
Fin an cial Federation

George H. Haley, senior 
vice president for real es­ 
tate loans said, “ Since for 
many people the monthly 
mortgage payment is a 
primary consideration in

The blacklist was aimed 
at discouraging Arab 
countries from dealing 
with firms that also do 
business with Israel. 
Mizrahi said Egypt 
'very badly needs the in­ 
vestments, and President 
Sadat himself is trying to 
get the companies off the 
blacklist.” 
MidEast R eport is a 24- 
page biweekly publication 
that is sent to businesses, 
banks and government 
agencies for an annual sub­ 


scription fee of $295, 
Mizrahi said. 
Egypt has been trying 
“ without much success” to 
attract American invest­ 
ments since June 1974, 
Mizrahi said. 
A spokesman for Xerox 
said it was put on the 
blacklist “ sometime after 
1966 after we sponsored a 
television 
documentary, 
‘Let My People Go,' that 
was about the flight of 
Jew s from Europe to 
Israel ' 
The spokesman said 
Xerox wants to set up an 
assembly and marketing 
operation in Egypt for copy 
duplicators and that the 
Egyptian government has 


approved the plan. He said 
he had no information that 
Egypt would try to have 
Xerox removed from the 
blacklist.

Pian to keep oil 
prices ahead of 
inflation rate

Agricultural 
researchers 
think Central California 
farmers can economically 
grow soybeans, one of the 
few crops the farm-rich 
Golden State imports in 
large quantity. 
In fact, there’s been a 
boom in soybean produc­ 
tion this year as growers 
planted between 3 ,000 and 
4,000 acres to the crop in 
the San Joaquin Valley, 
says Bill M cClellan, a 
University of California 
farm adviser in Tulare 
County. 
Significant plantings also 
have been reported in the 
Sacram ento Valley by 
farmers anxious to cut into 
the nearly 700.000 tons of 
soybeans and their diverse 
byproducts now imported 
into California annually. 
All of California’s soy­ 
beans were imported until 
M cClellan and Fresno 
State University professor 
Marinus Van Elswyk Jr. 
began separate experi­ 
ments with them a few 
years ago. 
Soybeans, 
used 
for 
vegetable oil, other human 
food products and animal 
feed, had been tried on the 
San Joaquin Valley’s west 
side in the late 19 50s and 
again in the late 19 6 0s. But 
high boron content in the 
soil and low prices caused 
“ a total wipeout’’ of some 
crops, Van Elswyk says. 


“ The price then was 
$1.9 0 to $1.9 5 a bushel. It’s 
now $8 to $10 a bushel 
which 
c h a n g e d 
e v ­ 
erybody’s thinking,” he ex­ 
plains. 
The research showed 
that soybeans do better on 


the valley’s east side 
where boron in the soil is 
not a problem. Pests also 
have not damaged plants in 
that area, Van Elswyk 
says. 
Tests showed that two 
varieties—Williams 
and 
Amsoy— provide yields ex­ 
ceeding 3 ,000 pounds to the 
acre, McClellan said. 
• We find a grower has to 
get 2,500-3 ,000 pounds of 
beans per acre for the crop 
to be economical, and the 
beans have to be worth $6 a 
bushel or better, ’ he adds. 
Growers achieve those 
high yields by putting a 
seemingly 
astronomical 
150.000-200,000 plants on 
each acre. 
“ Higher plant popula­ 
tions reduce the number of 
pods low to the ground 
which harvesters don’t 
pick up very well,” Mc­ 
Clellan says. 
Careful varietal selec­ 
tion also seem s to be 
eliminating shattering of 
seeds during fall harvest, 
he says. One Fresno State 
student is crossbreeding 
seeds in an attempt to 
grow a strain especially 
adapted to California’s 
climate. 
The hot. dry weather 
should itself help provide 
better looking soybeans 
with fewer blemishes than 
are grown in the Midwest, 
McClellan says. There, 
rain som etim es causes 
mold and spots. 
But the bottom line for 
growers is whether they 
can make more money 
planting soybeans or 
something else as a second 
crop after winter grains 
are harvested. 


The price of soybeans at 
present does offer a better 
profit than milo or com 
sillage and less chance of 
weather damage, M c­ 
Clellan claims. Soybeans 


are planted from mid-June 
to mi d- J u l y and a r e 
harvested in October and 
early November when 
autumn rains often hit 
California. 


VIENNA, Austria (AP)

The opinions expressed 
at the three-day OPEC 
“ seminar” are not binding 
on the OPEC oil ministers 
at

price-fixing 
m e e t i n g De c. 20 in 
C a r a c a s , 
Venez ue l a. 
Lower-ranking officials 
represented the oil coun­ 
tries. But reports of the 
discussion, given at a press 
briefing afterward, in­ 
dicated that a price in­ 
crease is in the works. 
All the members of 
OPEC except Saudi Arabia 
and the United Arab 
E m irates decided last 


December decided on a 15 
per cent price hike for 
1977, but by mid-year pres­ 
sure from Saudi Arabia 
forced the oil cartel to 
limit the increase to 10 per 
cent. 
Speaker after speaker 
said oil and natural gas 
production is not keeping 
pace with demand and that 
there are only two so­ 
lutions: sharply cutting 
back demand, or raising 
prices high enough to en­ 
courage research, explora­ 
tion and production.
